REMARKS/ ARGUMENTS 


Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection for the reasons set out below, and ask the 
Examiner for reconsideration. 

1. Summary of the Office Action 

Applicants are requested to update the continuation status of this application. 

Claims 19-24 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-7 of U.S Patent No. 6,206,972. 

Claims 25-28 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent No. 6,284,673. 

2. Priority 

A preliminary amendment was filed previously on September 4, 2003 updating the continuation 
status of this application. A copy is attached as Exhibit A. 

3. Double Patenting 

A terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 C.F.R 1.321(c) is enclosed in order to overcome the 
rejection based on non-statutory double patenting.
